WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 14.— The de- 


fenceless condition 
of the 
American 


coast, which the general of the army has 
recently elaborated with much precision 
of detail, is for the moment the principal 
subject of conversation among army and 
navy officers. 
Gen. Miles declares that 


England, notwithstanding her great navy, 
would be practically* helpless against a 
powerful adversary but for her system of 
coast defences. 


Admiral John G. Walker, who repre- 


sents the progressive element of the new 
navy, believes war between the United 
States anda strong European power would 
demonstrate how Illy this country is pre- 
pared for such an encounter. "I am a 
good American," said Admiral Walker 
this moining, "but I cannot shut my eyes 
to the cold facts. We are not prepared to 
engage in war with any first-class power. 
We are in the position China occupied in 
her recent struggle with Japan." 


"We have a vast population,., great 


Wealth, boundless resources and intense 
patriotism, but we cannot maintain an 
offensive or defensive attitude against any 
one of the half-dozen foreign countries. 
What Gen. Miles says about the defense- 
less condition of our coast cities is entirely 
correct. Congress ought to make a lib- 
eral appropriation for coast defences and 
for Additional ships of war. ; 


More than anything else we need a 


strong navy. If we had a dozen battle- 
ships of the Indiana cl»ss on the Atlantic 
coast we could defy as powerful a mari- 
time country as Great Britain. 
With 


anything like a fair system of coast de- 
fense wa would then be beyond the proba- 
bility of war." 


"There would be no more Corrinto inci- 


dents, no more talk of foreign aggression 
on American soil. 
The United States 


would be pre-eminent on the American 
continent. 
The greatest -preventive 


against war is to be fully prepared for it." 


"What about the Pacific coast?" wag 


asked. 


•'Three battle ships would be sufficient 


for those waters, BS the only probability 
of trouble there might be with the 
countries to the south of us and three 
such vessels would amply protect us from 
their assaults." 


FAMOUS MURDER CASE ENDS-

PRUSSIAN HORSES. 


Th» Famous Stud Farm That Supplies the 


German Army With Animals. 


In the easternmost corner of Prussia, 


near the village of Trnkehnen, is a famous 
horse breeding establishment which was 
started by tlio father of Frederick the 
Great. This great stud farm Is still carried 
on with characteristic energy, and not on- 
ly provides the German army with the 
fcundred thousand horses which it requires 
In times of peace, but does much toward 
keeping up a high general standarrj among 
the horses of the counter-— Nearly-4tv«rjT- 
lurm in oast Prussia Is dcvmoiTto'this one 
occupation, and the German army gets 
many nioro burses from this little corner 
than from anywhere else in the kingdom. 
The author of " The Borderland of Czar 
and Kaiser" gives an admirable picture of 
the gentleness and docility of the Trakeh- 
nen thoroughbreds: 


We pulled up in a flold where were 100 


8-year-old stallions running free, and 
watched by two herders, each bearing a 
long whip, which he cracked now and theu 
as a warning that some one of the herd 
was straying, 


The herd appeared very quiet, and paid 


little attention to our carriage as it drove 
up close to them on the grass, iho major 
said they were as gentle as sheep and not 
half as shy, and at his invitation I jump- 
ed from my seat aud walked up to them, 
into the very midst of them, strolling in 
and out among them, patting thorn on the 
noss or flank, wherever I happened to bo 
nearest them. 


To secure this result a prize is offered to 


those herders whose horses show the most 
confiding dispqsitiou at tlxo approach of 
man. 


One evening we went to see the horses 


called home from the pasture. They caino 
in troops o( hundreds, and gathered in 
largo inclosures facing; the stables. The 
main body divided" itself according to col- 
or, the blacks going to ono corner, tho 
browns to another, the bays to a third; of 
whites or grays I saw no specimens. 


Here and thoro would be ono that had 


mistaken his corner, or was seeking for- 
bidden company out of mischief. Tha 
keeper had no difficulty in bringing him 
to his right senses, however, by simply 
calling his name and waving his hand in 
tho direction of the corner to which he be • 
longed. The colt thus addressed invaria- 
bly leaped out from the corner to which ho 
was an intruder and galloped straight to 
the corner whose color matched his. This 
we saw done many limes over, and it nev- 
er failed. 


The Two Matches. 


One day there was a traveler in tho 


woods in California in tho dry season, 
when the trade wiuds were blowing strong. 
He had-ridden a long way,, and he was tired 
and hungry and dismounted from his 
horse to smoke a pipe. But when ho felt 
in his pocket ho found but two matches, 
He struck the first, and it would notignite. 


"Hero is a pretty state o1 things," said 


tho traveler. "Dying for a smoke. Only 
one match left, and that certain to miss 
flre. Was there ever a creature so unfortu- 
nate? And yet," thought the traveler, 
"suppose I light this match and smoke 
my pipo and shako out the dol.Uo hero In 
the grass. 
The grass might catch on fire, 


for it is dry like tinder, and while I snatch 
out the flames in front they might evade 
and run behind mo and seize upon you 
bush of poison oak. Before I could reach 
it that would have blazed up. Over tho 
bush I see a pine tree hung with moss. 
That, too, would fly in fire upon the in- 
stant to its topmost bough, and tho flame 
of that long torch, how would the trade 
wind take and brandish that through tho 
inflammable forest? I hear this dell roar 
in a moment with tho joint voice of wind 
and flro. I sec myself gallop for my soul, 
aud the flying conflagration chasu and out- 
flank mo through the hills. I sco this 
pleasant forest burn for days, and tho cat- 
tle roasted, and the springs dried up, and 
the farmer ruined, and his children cast 
upon the world. What a world hangs upon 
this moment!" 


With that he struck the match, and It 


missed flro.

THE SECOND TALK. 


George W. Chase Reads an In- 


teresting Paper on Young 


Men's Societies. 


NEW ENGLAND ASSEMBLY TO COME. 


The Paper was Mostly on the Y. M. C. A. 


Mr. Chase was Historical. Rev, Mr, 


Tebbetts and Rev. Cr. Danker 


Talked Also. 


The Brotherhood of St. Andrew of Sf 


Johns church had a very profitable meet- 
ing last night at St. Johns parish house. 
It was so profitable that the transactions 
should largely be given publication, more 
that can be given in a newspaper notice. 
George W. Chass gave the second of the 
practical talks that have 'been arranged 
for under the auspices of the brotherhood. 
Mr. Chase's subject was "Young Hen's 
Organizations and their Relation to the 
Church." Rev. Mr. Tebbetts, the rectori 
made very pleasant introductory remarks 
and Rev Mr. Danker of Boston, who hap- 
pened to drop in, gave an interesting in 
formal talk. There was a short season of 
questioning after Mr. Chase had conclud- 
ed. 


The meeting was opened by prayer by 


the rector, who afterwards said in sub- 
stance that there was a time when it was 
thought that all knowledge was in the 
pulpit, but that time has passed and it is 
uow recognized there is knowledge 
among the laity as well as the clergy. 
Often a clergyman finds a better theolo- 
gian, or a man of wider knowledge in his 
church than himself aud he id always 
pleased to call on such a one for some of 
his expressions. Mr. Tebbetts made this 
apply to Mr. Chase and then introduced 
him to the audience. 


Mr. Chase was thankful for the very 


kind welcome and was glad to be present. 
He talked of the Young Men's Christian 
association mostly. We have an associa- 
tion in town, he said, and the question is 
often asked could not the other Christian 
organizations, the churches, do the work 
it is here to do. That they could under 
past New England customs there is no 
doubt, but the conditions are changed. 
Family life is not the same and the con- 
stant changing of residence has made 
church ties less binding. What does the 
community offer that under these changed 
conditions will give the same character of 
young men that the old home-life did? 
Fraternal organizations are denied to men 
who are under a certain age and the clubs 
are selfish and develop the young man 
one-sidedly. The fact that about $1,000 
c'ioh day passes over our saloon counters 
tells plainly of the patronage they get. In 
view of these conditions the association 
with its triangular sign, tries to give that 
which Is needed, and as fa:- as possible 
supply the -want of a church in home. 


ie_n|uun. object of itiAttio anlvation of 
le soul through Jesus Crhrist. 
Mr. Chase then reviewed the history of 
le association from the time Williams 
eld his prayer meeting in London. The 
ork of the association at first was mainly 
vangelical, he explained, and then he 
nsidered its work in this country. Dur- 
g the war many of the young men 
bored in the camp, hospital and field, 
hrough the association the Christian 
ommission was established. 
The work 


' the International committee was 
poken of at length. The railroad men, 
ver a million of them, are considered for 
y the association. The most prominent 
ailroad men are connected with the asso- 
lation. 
Instances -were cited showing 


low willing railroad corporations are to 
lelp on the work. 
In nearly all the 


orger cities where there are Germans the 
ommittee has directed work among the 
erman young men and similar work 
ruong the French. The work is progress- 
ing well among colleges and universities 


nd at present there are twenty-three 
ollege association buildings. 
The work 


mong commercial travellers isimport- 
nt. There are over 100 associations for 
lein. There are associations among the 
egroes and Indians. 
The Eociety for 


>reventing vice is an outgrowth of the 
ssociation. 
Mr. Chase then talked of the work of 
he state association. This state stands 
ourth among all the states in association 
work. The state committee has five paid 


mployes. In 18S5 there were forty-two 
associations and now there are eighty- 
nine. There were then 14,000 and now 
25,000 members. The North Adams asso- 
iation has been handicapped iu the past, 
but now will attempt to show apprecia- 
ion'for the confidence placed in it. If 
here is support, a congress and other in- 
tructive features and a gymnasium will 
je established. Mr. Chase quoted in clos- 
ngfrom Mr. Houghtaling of Chicago. 
The quotation showed the number of 
young men coming of age yearly and 
joinied obt bow valuable personal inis- 
iionary Work among them is. It was 
showed that the St. Andrew Brotherhood 
•was organized by Mr. Houghtaling and 
was due to the Christian association. 
There should be no conflict between these 
organizations. They should unite in the 
work th'ey were designed to do. 


Mr. Tebbetts asked Mr. Chase if he 


thought the association should be depen- 
dent or independent to the church. Mr. 
Chase said that for some time there was 
no relation with the church. Afterwards 
there were different resolutions adopted 
which brought the association nearer to 
the church. After the Detroit convention 
the churches recognized the work of the 
association and the association has been 
its handmaid since. The local associa- 
tion desires to work through the North 
Adams churches. He, Chase, explained 
that the way the association got hold of 
tlie young men was on the method, if 
you want to liave Iriends make yourself 
friendly. 


Mr. Tebbetts knew the association hod 


done some work among travelling men, 
but did not know before that this was 
one of its strongest points. He thought 
if some of the rooms of the North Adams 
building could ,be rented to travelling 
men it would bo a very good thing. 


Bev. Dr. Draper of Boston, on his way 


home from the Albany convention, said -& 
few words. He complimented Mr. Chase 
on his paper, and said he saw nothing dis- 
cordant in the Episcopal church taking 
part with the Y. M. C. A. The doctor 
talked or! the St., Andrew's Brotherhood 
and its usefulness in supporting the minis- i 


trations of the rector. The growth of the 
society was considered by him. 


A vote of thanks, on motion of W. A 


Gallup, was extended to Mr. Chase for bU 
paper. 


Mr. Tebbetts explained that the St. An- 


drew work was not antagonistic at all to 
Y. M. C. A. work in that it was simply for 
the supporting of tha church in spiritual 
.work and was not social. He announced 
that the New England assembly of the 
brotherhood had accepted the invitation 
to meet with St. John's 
brotherhood 


February 21, and that meant that about 
100 strong Christian young men would be 
with the parish from Friday to Monday, 
He spoke of the efforts that should be 
made to entertain them.

In today's issue of the Weekly TRAN- 


SCRIPT will be found the various reports 
of the committees and officers of the 
North Adams hospital for the year 1894- 
1895. 
These reports make 11 pa record of 


unceasing labor and indefatigable purpose 
on the part ofthe ladies of North Adams, 
and they further show the enlisted sym- 
pathy and charity of almost every class of 
our citizens. The hospital cause in near 
the hearts of rich and poor alike in our 
community. 
The 
directing 
energy 


and 
ability 
of 
the 
ladies 
ac- 


tively 
engaged 
in 
the 
hospital 


management finds a response in the hearts 
and purses of almost every man, woman 
»nd child in our town, while the benevo- 
lence and interest of friends beyond our 
own borders is attested by munificent gifts 
aggregating thousands of dollars. The 
envelope collection of the year past bring- 
ing to the hospital more thiin two thous- 
and dollars, coming from thousands of 
donators with various abilities to give, 
as is shown by the size of the contribu- 
tions which ranged from pennies inclosed 
by little hands to large gifts of many dol- 
lars, demonstrates how clove the cause of 
the hospital is to the popular heart of our 
people. 


And what do the reports show us? 


Most important, the relief of nearly 400 
sufferers from sickness or accident during 
the year, many ot whom would have had 
no, place of refuge in misfortune had it 
not been for the hospital; the training of 
nurses to relieve suffering wherever it 
may be found; the interest and services 
of our local physicians; the faithfulness 
and devotion of those in direct charge of 
the hospital building ;'tn% generosity of 
the public laid under constant tribute and 
finally, the constant and laborious work 
of the ladies who have taken upon them- 
selves the responsibility of the hospital's 
support. 


The reports show too that the hospital 


today is too small to meet the demands 
made upon it. There is a crying demand 
for more money, more room and a gen- 
eral enlargement of the hospital service. 
And this demand comes too when the en- 
ergies and resources of a noble band of 
women have been taxed to the utmost, 
when it seems as if the courage of the 
hospital supportejs must falter before ad- 
ditional burdens; and when a generous 
public is beginning to feel that the hos- 
pital demands are something heavier 
then the ordinary demands of .charity. 
At this point, then, 
and as 
our 


new city 
government is about 
to 


be inaugurated, is it out of place to sug- 
gest the consideration of new plans for 
the support of so necessrry a public in- 
stitution as our hospital? Have not the 
years of heroic effort of the hospital wom- 
en set an example that the city govern- 
ment may take up ? Shou Id not the wom- 
en be relieved of their long term of 
service, involving so much time 
and 


worry and danger to health ? "Would the 
tax 
on the public 
be any greater 


if it were to come out of the town treas- 
ury than so it were to continue to come 
out of private treasuries? Wouldn't the 
vexation on all sides be less? And finally 
are there any insuperable legal barriers to 
some new method ot hospital support? 
We suggest these questions because we 
believe there is a wiser and more equita- 
ble plan of hospital support than that 
which taxes to the utmost the energies of 
a few devoted women and a charitable 
public. 


DUTIES OF OUR CITY OFFICIALS. 


It would seem that there could be no 


better way for our voters to form their 
opinions as to the best men for office in 
our city government than to carefully look 
into the duties and responsibilities the 
various officers will assume; not only 
those elected by direct vote but also those 
to be,otherwise elected and appointed. 


The charter wisely provides that the 


executive power shall be vested in the 
mayor to such an extent as to fix upon 
him clearly and emphatically the respon- 
sibility for the successful and satisfactory 
working of that important branch of the 
city government. This was done in ac- 
cordance with tbe advice of the most ex- 
perienced and best informed authorities 
on the management of municipal affairs. 
It is one of the strong and admirable 
features of the 
charter. 
It enables 


our citizens to know distinctly whom to 
hold to account for short comings in the 
department of the executive, and to 
whom should belong the credit for satis- 
factory results. Every year the voters 
will have an opportunity to render their 
verdict of blame or honor and under thii 
system as never before they will be en- 
abled to do it pointedly and with practical 
effect. 


Among the first important duties ofthe 


mayor will be the appointment of heads 
of the following departments: Public 
works, treasury, police, fire, board o: 
health, and a city solicitor, a city engi- 
neer and the license commissioners. 


These facts alone, briefly as they are 


given, are sufficient to enable any think- 
ing voter to form an opinion of his own 
•s to whom he wants to intrust with such 
responsibilities. 
It is evident that the 


the mayoralty calls for a man of practical 
business experience, of a thorough knowl- 
edge of men and affairs, and of bow to 
organize and adapt them one to the other- 
Other requirements of course ore neces- 
sary, but these stand prominent in (tart-

WOMAN SUFFRAGE STILL LIVES.

The New York Sun does not believe the 


cause of woman suffrage has received any 
serious set-back by its reverses in Massa- 
chusetts. This journal says the suffrage 
war must go on till victory is achieved or 
till woman is exhausted, und it puts the 
case interestingly that we reprint it as 
Editor Dana sees it. The Sun says: 


There may be feather-headed people 


who think that, because woman suftraee 
has been defeated in Massachusetts, there 
will be an end to the uproavovor it. Why, 
on the same day it was rejected there, it 
was adopted in I tab; and when Utah 
shall becomes a State of the Union, a 
month or two hence, it will nave a con- 
stitution which guarantees the right of 
suffrage to the women ot the State, it will 
be the third of the States in which women 
have the lull suffrage, and the ibirtieth 
of .them in which tliey enjoy the suffrage, 
limited. 
The Massachusetts defeat has not given 
tbe woman advocates a moment's pause 
in their campaign. We have to report 
their meetings all the time. They held a 
state convention in Nowburgh last week, 
right on the hceis ot the November elec- 
ti6ns. They have invaded the South, 
aroused Georgia from ite slumbers, and 
raised their voices at Atlanta. They say 
they WJll make this winter the busiest yet. 
The soul ot woniau is marching on. What 
is the meaning pi yesterday's coronation 
of the octogenarian, Mrs. Bianton 1 
Oh, no. We have not Heard the last of 


woman suffrage. 
Connecticut may be 


dry in the cause; Massachusetts may be 
dryer yet; the sides over New York may 
be like brass. These are but incidents la 
a war which will go on until the cause is 
won, or tUo women are tired ot it, ail tired 
out in the vain struggle.

THE BARITONE SINGER. 


An AmuBlmf Incident In the Career of 


Mr. Clifford Halle. 


Clifford Hallo, son of Sir Charlus Halle, 


one of England's most famous musicians 
(who, by ihe way, was knighted by tbe 
queen some ;:fArs ago), said, to the writer: 


"I recollect-a funny thing that occurred 


in Port Elizabeth, South Africa, whan I 
was traveling through that country as a 
baritone singer. The town is rather pro- 
vincial, and the pouudmaster never con- 
siders that he 1ms any duties to perform. 
The hall where I sang was in n portion of 
the village whore donkeys, goats and oth- 
er domestic animals held considerable of 
the available space. The night was warm 
and the main entrance was left open for 
tho purpose ot permitting fresh air to en- 
ter. 


"I had already sung two or three num- 


bers and was announced to render u bal- 
lad well known iu that part of the world, 
entitled 'Thou Art Passing Hence, My 
Brother.' It 5s full of jfympathy and feel- 
ing, and as the andienco seemed to be alive 
to my work I did my very host. The or- 
chestra wns reasonably good. 1 had the au- 
dience pretty well under control. Tho con- 
clusion ot tho song contains the words, 
'Brothor, brother,' and just as I reached 
them uiid my voice was dying away aud 
everybody seemed spellbound a full grown 
donkey stuck his head in the daor and 
brayed, 
' Yo-haw- w-w! 
Ye-haw-w-w!' 


seemingly in answer to my words. 


"The audience went iuto convulsions, 


and the applause I anticipated was turned 
into howls of mirth. Wo hail to stop right 
there and conclude the programme. The 
violinist was all broken lip over the acci- 
dent, and walking up to me with his bow 
in his hand said, 'Say, Halle, if you ex- 
pect to uiako a suucess of this South Afri- 
ca tour you have got to ke»p your relatives 
away from tho front door.' 


"On another occasion I sang for the 


king of Swaziland, old Umbandiue, and I 
had tor an audience his COO wives. Young 
Shepstone, son of the famous Theopholls 
Shepstone, the man who plunged England 
into the Zulu war, was with me, and our 
orchestra consisted of two banjos. We 
sang light music, aud in concluding I 
gave them a trill. The old king jumped 
down from his throne, rushed up to me 
and wanted to examine my throat. I did 
it for him several time1), and he finally 
concluded that he could do It himself. 
The result was a sound that reminded one 
of a broken snare drum being played by a 
small boy. He tackled it for two or three 
dnys and gave it up on the ground that 
his throat wasn't built right. He tried to 
teach it to several of his family, but with- 
out success. It was about tbe only thing 
I did that seemed to please him, and from 
(bat time on until I left I indulged in 
nothing but songs that had a trill in them. 
He always made a close examination after 
each piece, and finally stated that there 
was something the matter with me.''—San 
Francisco Call. 


T,he Cie, of Weeds. 


"It is a very common thing," said an 


old farmer, "for people to grumble about 
weeds and wonder of what use they are in 
the economy of nature. Indeed a great 
many persons appear to think that they 
are of no value whatever except as a means 
of discipline to tillers of the soil. I admit 
that they have their inconveniences, but 
so have most of the things we have to en- 
counter during our lifetime. If farmers 
and gardeners only realized it, weeds are 
among their best friends. 
There is noth- 


ing more valuable as a fertilizer than a big 
pile of weeds and sod and the roots that 
are dug up out of the garden. Properly 
cared for and allowed to decay, then mixed 
with some good land dressing and put 
back into the earth, they furnish precisely 
the nutriment that the growing plants re- 
quire. 


"For some reason weeds do not seem to 


rob the soil as most ordinary garden and 
field products do, and it is not anything 
uncommon for farmers to allow some 
wornont field to lie fallow for a few sea- 
sons and recuperate. An enormous quan-B 
tity of weeds will spring up, which will," 
after scattering seeds galore, wither down 
and die and return to the soil whence they 
sprang. 
A few seasons of this kind of 


treatment furnishes the earth with a suffi- 
cient supply of nutriment to make it again 
valuable for crops."—New York Ledger.

Jxplained In an Open Letter to Chris- 


tian Endeavor Hosts, 


Will Fight to a Finish on 


Christian Lines. 


lllcged Boss Rule and Suppression Furnish 


Weapons ot Attack. 


BOSTON, Nov. 14.—The following letter 
rom John G. Woolley "to tho Christian 
Cndeavor society at largo" is self-explana- 
ory: 


'The president of the corporation that 


controls the United Societies of Christian 
Endeavor," Mr. Woolley writes, "is also 
chief owner or Tho Golden Rule. The 
corporation consists of some 600 members. 
[ have never heard of any of the rank and 
lie being asked, or even having an oppor- 
tunity, to join. 


'There are some 8,000,000 of us 'pri- 


vates.' 
As united societies, we have 


never voted for anything, nor been con- 
sulted about anything. We have no presi- 
dent, no trustees, no secretary nor treas- 
urer, no newspaper, no voice; and so I am 
forced to address you individually by the 
nail, or submit to tho injustice and 
:.yranny of bossrulo, which I refuse to do— 
'or your salie no less than my own. I 
lave nothing to gain by this contentiou, 
nit you have; and however I may fore, 
;he society we lovo will have a great prollt 
by it. 


"On Oct. 17 Tho Voicn newspaper pub- 


islied an article containing portions of 
;wo speeches of mine, one delivered before 
the Genesoo M. K. conference »t Roches- 
•er, and the other before tlie Central New 
York M. K. conference at Newark, N. J., 
on Oct. 15, in which I alludod to ITrancis 
B. Clark in terms derogatory to his lead- 
ership of the Christian citizenship move- 
ment in our society, but not otherwise. 


"Ou Oct. 22, Mr. Clark, Mr. Baer and 


Mr. Shaw hart letters in tho Boston papers, 
and later in The Voice, from which it ap- 
pears that Messrs. Boer and Shaw are 
party Prohibitionists and Mr. Clark a 
more or less open secret. Newspaper dis- 
patches of Oct. 20 contained my reply. 
Oct. 31 The Golden Kulo published one 
side of tho matter and suppressed the 
other. 


"Suppressed, I say, but also since that 


time they have been requested to publish 
my side, and have promptly and curtly re- 
fused, which was perhaps fair enough to 
me, but not to you. This'accords with the 
settled policy of the corporation, which 
leaves nothing to the judgment of the so- 
cietv, but undertakes to do Its thinking as 
well as to direct its policy. 
I do not even 


suspect that there is any conscious selfish- 
ness in the management of our organ. It 
would doubtless bo an advantage if the 
3,000,000 had loss chaperoning and more 
responsibility. 


Bis Proposition. 


'Oct. 28 I sent to the secretary of the 


United society a scheme of conciliation, 
in substance as follows: 


I am ready to flght this tiling to a finish, but 


must be a Christian, and possibly here is a 
chance for us to show our young people an < " 
jeet lesson in Christianity, 
First, I apologize to Mr. Clark for the sharp 


language of ray Newark speech, and suppress 
so much of it as relates to him, it being still 
under my control and not having been as yot 
issued in pamphlet form. 


Second, Mr. Clark to apologize to me for his 


conduct in the corridor of the Brunswick, and 
print my Boston Common speech, as written 
with his comments upon its points seriatim, 13 
as to show exactly his objections and his own 
position upon the matters treated in it. 


Third, Mr. Baer to writp a brief statement 


of tho difficulty and its biwcmwt, this state- 
ment to be signed by himself, Mr. Clark, Mr. 
Shaw and me, and printed in The Golden Bule. 


Fourth-, the whole matter to end there, as to 


all its personal features. 


"This proposition was also rejected, and 


so, baring done all that I could, I 'stand' 
and write you this for truth's sake and 
conscience sake. Nothing could induce 
me to lead a division of our society, t 
have been literally deluged in letters re- 
cently, declaring for a forward movement, 
but not one contains a word of disloyalty 
to the society. 


"We ought to be loyal and respectful to 


our leaders, but leaders are very prone to 
forget that they owe us loyalty also. And 
a president of our society, whoso attitude 
toward the saloon is indefinite iu its ordi- 
nary details, is deficient in loyalty, or 
bravery, or capacity. My thought in that 
speech was infinitely bigger than the Pro- 
hibition party, as you will see when you 
read it prayerfully. 


"Finally, I confess myself baffled and 


beaten in this last effort. Mr. Clark's 
exact whereabouts remain undiscovered, 
but the effort has value for what it did not, 
accomplish. 


"After such a trial one feels like a re 


turned polar expedition—as if ho had been 
close to a place which has neither latitude 
nor longitude—but not quite*. I will meet 
you at tho equator."

Possible Clew to His Record Which May Un- 


ravel ihe Mystery. 


BOSTON, Nov. 14.—James S. Chaffey was 


arraigned in t.h« municipal court yester- 
day charged with receiving property stolen 
from persons unknown. Chaffey waived 
examination, and bail was fixed at {25,000. 


TIio Boston police, under the direction 


of Chief Inspector Wntts, are doing every- 
thing in their power to straighten out the 
tangle which was presented by the nrrcst 
of ChaffDy and the discovery of ?180,000 
worth of plunder, which had been gathered 
by the convict William Burrott or any 
confederate time might have been working 
with him. Tiie interest in the case, which 
is one oi! Ihe most famous in the criminal 
history of Massachusetts, is still great, 
and further startling developments are 
looired for. 


Chief VTftttn believes that there is a 


large amount of stolen property not yet 
brouzlit to light, and strong pressure is 
being brought to bear on Chuffey to tell 
anything that he might have left untold. 
Little confidence is placed in the state- 
ments nmilo by Barrett, It is known that 
he was uimnected with many of the rob- 
berrics which alarmed Massachusetts a few 
years ago, and that there was a larger 
amount of property takeu than has been 
recovered. 


Cliaft'ey's Past. 


Chief Inspector Watts 
yesterday re- 


ceived a letter from » man residing in 
Somerville, in which the latter said that 
lie know a James S. ClmUey out iu Mlehi- 
ITun away back in the '70s, and from the 
description that he has read in the news- 
papers lie is inclined to believn that the 
prisoner is the same one. 


In his letter the man, whose name is 


withheld at the request of Chief Watts, 
states that ho used to attend the. same 
SaMmlli school with Chaffey. One day, 
either in 'TO or '77, he was surprised to1 
learn that Jim, as he called him, had been 
arrested and held for burglary. He was 
convicted of that charge and was sent to 
the state prison at Jackson, Mich., for a 
term of four years. 


The letter writer informed the chief that 


about that time he and his family came 
back to the east, and since that time he 
has never had any trace of Chaffey. He 
describes the man as being rather small, 
having light eyes, and says that at that 
time he wore a full red beard. 


The description of the man tallies well 


with that of the prisoner, with the excep- 
tion that he has no beard at this time, al- 
though he is of a rather sandy complexion 
and would be likely to .have that color 
beard should -he allow it to grow out. 


The fact is considered by Chief Watts to 


be rather an important one, and ho in- 
tends to give the man a chance to look at 
Chaffey in the Charles street jail to see if 
he can recognize the man. 


Socialist Arguments. 


BOSTOX, Nov. 14.—Over 1500 people as- 


semblcrFin Faneuil hall last night and 
welcomed .1. K. Hardie and Frank Smith, 
the English socialists. Mr. Hardie said 
that a hundred years ago his grundsire 
had been hanged, drawn and quartered for 
being a Radical and'belng opposed to roy- 
alty. He admired and respected true roy- 
alty wherever it was to be found, and the 
true independence of mind was the king 
to which he showed his fealty. Ho then 
surveyed the condition of the working 
people in Europe and this country, and 
said that the wealth of all countries was 
being concentrated into fewer hands year 
by year. He claimed that socialism Whs 
the only .panacea which went to the root 
of the evils of our present economic sys- 
tem. Frank Smith portrayed the result 
of the threat of the capitalists that if so- 
cialism got control of the country the 
wealth would leaveit. He was especially 
bitter on the Vanderbilts, Carnegles and 
other multi-millionaires, and claimed that 
they were little better than robbers.

Underground Wealth. 


HALIFAX, Nov. 14.—An immense deposit 


of chromic iron ore, discovered ou the west 
side of Port-au-Port bay, Newfoundland, 
has been purchased by a combination in 
the United States. The length of the 
Beams Is 240 feet on the surface, and there 
are eight veins, varying in width from 6 to 
12 feet, of solid "prill" ore. Professor 
Maynard says there are 12,000 tons in 
sight on the surface, and that the supply 
below ground is practically inexhaustible. 
The ore is worth J32 a ton for iron, and 
(47 a ton for chrome, and the purity of the 
deposit makes it especially valuable. 


Bayard's Mission. 


DUNDEE, Scot., Nov. 14,—United States 


Ambassador Bayard made a speech yes- 
.tatday- to the members of tho Chamber of 


Commerce of Dundee, in which he said 
that he hod never believed that America 
would be strengthened by any misfortune 
which might overtake the people of Great 
Britain. On the contrary, it had been de- 
monstrated that the success of one nation 
depended upon the success of the other. 
He added, that he was in England as tho 
emissary of good faith, good will and 
peace. 


AT WASHINGTON. 


Officials Evidently Have No News of a Re- 


assuring Nature. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Disquieting ru- 


mors regarding tho security of Christian 
teachers in Turkey between Trebizoud 
and Erzroom were about the state depart- 
ment yesterday, but the officials refused 
to allay the popular apprehension. 


There is ground for belief that the de- 


partment has heard from Minister Ter- 
rell, and that his advices, while showing 
that a perilous state of affairs confronts tho 
American missionaries and teachers in 
that section, do not state that actual 
measures have been resorted to by him. 


Admiral Selfridge arrived at Marseilles 


Tuesday, and has relieved Admiral Kirk- 
land of the command of tlie European sta- 
tion and hoisted his flog on the San Fran- 
cisco, under orders from the secretary of 
the navy to proceed at once to join the 
Marblehead in Turkish waters. 
With 


these two vessels present, it is felt that 
our government will have done all pos- 
sible to protect the Americans in the in- 
terior of Turkey, taken in connection with 
a most vigorous notice from Minister Ter- 
rell that the United States will hold the 
porte responsible for any injury they may 
sustain. 


The state department has received a cir- 


cular prepared for publication by Rev. H. 
O. Dwight, who is specially charged with 
watching over the interests of our mis- 
sionaries in Turkey. 


The circular came unsolicited to Mr. 


Terrell, and its purpose is to explain cer- 
tain misapprehensions and misstatemeuts 
concerning Minister Terrell's course. 


In tho circular, Dr. Dwight says that 


the general allegation that Mr. Terrell 
has been careless in protecting American 
citizens in Turkey rests on no foundation 
whatever, for Mr. Terrell has freely con- 
sulted them in every important crisis and 
has shown great willingness to give weight 
to their opinions. 


Mr. Terreii,.-the circular says, has car- 


ried on his heart as a burden that permits 
no escape and allows no rest, anxiety for 
the safety oi! American citizens in Turkey 
during all of the vicissitudes of the pres- 
ent year. There is not the shadow of a 
doubt that the maintenance of the Bitlis 
station during the fiery trials of the past 
year, the exemption of its members from 
molestation, and perhaps the saving of 
their very lives, have been due to the sus- 
tained and vigorous action of Mr. Terrell 
at the sublime porte. 
And in every case 


where an Armenian naturalized citizen 
has been molested Mr. Terrell lias inter- 
fered sharply and effectively to prtvent 
unlawful punishment. 


Prelate Banqueted by Laymen. 


OMAHA, Nov. 14.—A banquet was given 


at the Omaha club last evening to Arch- 
bishop Ireland. The affair was a very 
elaborate one, Over 100 plates were laid.. 
Mayor Bemis, Governor Holcombc and 
other prominent men made speeches. 


Had Long Been Sick. 


COLLEGE POINT, L. I., Nov. 14.—Will- 


lam E. Chlsholm, millionaire, died at bis 
residence liore yesterday after a protracted 
sickness. He was 73 years old. His real 
estate holdings in this place and in New 
York city were enormous. 


FINALLY KILLED HIMSELF. 


Texas Man Took the Lives of His Wife and 


Young Daughter. 


LAREDO, Tex., Nov., 14.—A man regis- 


tered here Monday, with a woman nnd an 
S-ycar-oid girl, as C. Schuler and family 
of San Antonio. Tuesday afternoon the 
man procured a horsn and buggy, ostcnsi- 
blyto drive his wife a*id child to the 
depot. Later he returned the btigcy, and 
proceeded to the hotel, nta supper and re- 
tired to his room. Yesterday a shepherd 
discovered the bodies of tho woman and 
pirl lying in seme brush, about three 
miles from the city. 
He immediately 


notified the city officials, who culled at tho 
Hotel Hamilton and asked Schuler, over 
the transom, where his wife and child 
were. A pistol shc't was soon heard, and 
when 'the door was forced, Sehuler was 
found dead, with a bullet in his heart. 


Talking of Treachery. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The chief public 


interest in the meeting of the Knights of 
Labor yesterday were the addresses oC 
General Master Workman Sovereign and 
General Worthy Foreman Bishop. Much 
of Mr. Sovereign's address was devoted to 
tho alleged treachery of those who headed 
the revolt against the general officers of 
the order during tho past year. He re- 
viewed what he termed their "devilish 
treachery" and their efforts to disrupt tho 
order. The address of Bishop also dealt, 
with the attacks made upon tlie Knights 
of Labor by the revolting members, but 
contains little of general importance be- 
yond au appeal for stronger labor organ- 
izations. 


Lots ol Scratching. 


HALIFAX, Nov. 14.—The warship Cres- 


cent sailed yesterday afternoon for Ber- 
muda. A sensation was caused when it 


became known yesterday that the itch 
broke out on hoard the.ship last week and 
developed into nn epidemic. So bad was 
the disease that officers and men to tha 
number of 600 had to be taken to the 
quarantine station and undergo treatment 
and disinfection. The middies and blue- 
jackets attended farewell social functions 
without knowing they were afflicted with 
an infectious disease, and now civilian* 
are nneasy until they are sure they did 
not also contract it. 


Swapped Players. 


NEW YOHK, Nov. 14.—At the meeting 


of the National Baseball League yesterday 
Cleveland and Chicago were the only 
clubs who had no players to trade 
off. 


The result of the dickering was that Nash 
wasexch.'ingod for Hamilton. Nash goe« 
to Philadelphia, where he will play third 
base and cnptnin the club. Hamilton will 
displace McCarthy <>n the Boston nine and 
Duffy will succeed Nash as captain. Balti- 
more gave Glenson and a bonus In ex- 
change for Doyle. The magnates decided 
that the League will remit no players' 
lines.

steamboat James W. Boyle was sunk off 
Coney Island yesterday. She carried a 
crew of five men, and W. E. Woods and 
all arc reported drowned.* Woods was an 
expert oyster planter. 
He owned exteu- 


.sive beds in the bay here and at other 
places. 
Tho Boyle was loaded down 


heavily with seed oysters, and is supposed 
to have been caught by a heavy sea, the 
additional weight sinking her before any 
of the crew could escape.
